Lucas look Douglas to lunch a couple of yean 
ago, when the Justice's heart Kad already begun 
to taller, and recalls that hli guest wasn't al all 
concerned about who might be appointed to 
succeed him If he decided to retire. What 
troubled hlra, as Lucas recounts it, was that he 
might become "a dry husk," a condition he 
could not accept because he rejoiced In his 
iiblltly lo climb moiinlaln.i and "l et the ju ices of 
life now!"
